OUR FRONTISPIECE 


Chalmers Hadley, the newly elected 
librarian of the Cincinnati Public Library, 
has for years been one of the driving forces 
in the library development of this country. 
Belonging to the younger group of leaders, 
Mr. Hadley first entered the library field at 
the Indiana State Library in 1905, and was 
soon made secretary and organizer of the 
Indiana Library Commission (1906-1909). 
He was director of the Indiana Summer 
Library School also in these years. Then 
came his term as executive secretary of the 
American Library Association, the position 
carrying with it the direction of the work at 
the headquarters office and the secretaryship 
of the Publishing Board. Thus from 1909 
to 1911 he became known all over the 
country for his executive ability, and was 
chosen head of the Denver Public Library 
in 1911, where he remained until his recent 
call to Cincinnati. 





Let us consider the foundation upon which 
he built his success as a librarian. Born in 
1872, he received his B. L. degree from Earl- 
ham College in 1896, and took up newspaper 
work in Philadelphia and Indianapolis, until 
in 1905 he entered the New York State 
Library School to prepare for his life work 
in librarianship. He joined the A. L. A. in 
1906, was elected vice-president in 1915. 
He rose to be its president (in 1919-20), as 
have five of the last seven secretaries of the 
Association. He has attended seventeen of 
its conferences and served on various com- 
mittees, and written for the professional 
journals. In 1924 he published his book, 
“Library Buildings, Notes and Plans.” 

He has been president of the League of 
Library Commissions and of the New York 
State Library School Association, and a 
member of the Colorado Library Com- 
mission.

FOR STUDENTS OF BROWNING 
One of the most remarkable books ever 
written by an American has just come from 
the pen of that eminent Philadelphia 
jurist, scholar, and wit, Judge John Marshall 
Gest. The title is the “Old Yellow Book”’ 
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and it will arouse Browning students and 
enthusiasts all over the world. 

It is an amazing book for many reasons. 
It is a searching and scholarly analysis 
of the work of a celebrated English poet 
by a learned American judge. The book 
was thoroughly done and was worked at 
during the period of a decade. It is a most 
searching and thorough translation of all 
the original pamphlets which are part of 
the history of a celebrated murder trial 
that took place in the secular courts of 
Rome during the closing years of the seven- 
teenth century, and around which Brown- 
ing wrote his best-known poem. 

Browning picked up in a Florentine book- 
stall what has ever since been known as 
the Old Yellow Book. He was entranced 
by what he read, and from its raw material 
the poet elaborated that wonderful series 
of monologues, ‘““The Ring and the Book,” 
in which the Roman public from different 
viewpoints and the principal actors in the 
drama retell the story with every possible 
variation that his fancy could invent, 
and with all the self-analysis in which 
his genius delighted. His admirers have 
ever maintained that the poet 160 years 
after the fact gave the world the true ver- 
sion of that famous trial. 

Judge Gest shows in his study of the 
Old Yellow Book that Browning for his 
uses was content to skim the surface of 
a tragedy of the eternal triangle, and to 
assume that because the husband was 
old and rich and the lover was young, 
handsome, and impecunious, the former 
was all wrong and the latter had chivalric 
justication for decamping Romeward with 
the child wife, for which there is no founda- 
tion in the original pamphlets.

NEW BOOKS BY LIBRARIANS 

ADAMS, RANDOLPH G. A history of the foreign 
policy of the United States. This book by the libra- 
rian (called ‘‘custodian’’) of the William L. Clements 
Library of American History at the University of 
Michigan, will be found most useful on a subject of 
great importance at present both to us in America 
and to the world in general. 

The author traces our foreign policy from earliest 
times to the present. Especially will the general 
reader rejoice in this book written so lucidly and so 
skillfully in language that he can comprehend. 

New York, The Macmillan Co. 490 pages. 1924. 
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BIBLIOGRAPHICAL ESSAYS, contributed by various 
bibliographers and librarians to form a de luxe book 
of great beauty, should surely be noted in this column. 
It was gathered and edited and put through the 
Harvard University Press by George Parker Winship 
and others, and was presented to and is dedicated to 
Wilberforce Eames, as the dean of the bibliographers 
of the country. 

There are 31 essays and the book has 440 pages. 
Such a tribute has rarely been made, and the book 
will have permanent value from the nature of its 
contents and the high standing of the essayists.

DICKINSON, ASA DON. One thousand best books, 
a household guide to a lifetime’s reading. A variorum 
list with descriptive notes. 

This is truly a household treasure book. It is a 
digest of all the other lists of best books, giving the 
number of endorsements each book has received, as 
well as a descriptive note, the full name and dates of 
the author. The first section of the volume is alpha- 
beted by author, preceded by a list of the ‘‘lists 
cited.’”” Then the authors are rearranged by birth 
dates, by nationality, by the number of lists on which 
their works are found (wherein Scott leads, on 38 
lists, and Shakespeare is second, as 34). 

Then our compiler lists his titles by the number of 
times each is cited (where thirty-one endorsements 
appear for Hamlet, King Lear, Tempest, and the 
Sonnets of Shakespeare). 

An author and title list classified by subject then 
is given, followed by an “index of titles.’’ As a sort 
of appendix we have ten lists of one hundred titles 
each, dated for use from 1925 to 1934, so that we may 
have a good variety in our year’s reading, and in ten 
years have conquered a full thousand books. Then 
lest our compiler may have given too small measure, 
he hands us a list of two hundred volumes chosen 
for a home library by the General Federation of 
Women’s Clubs. And don’t miss the second title- 
page printed after ye olde style.

Stannard Baker and William E. Dodd. Four other 
volumes are planned covering from 1913 to date of 
Mr. Wilson’s death, to which Mr. Leach will con- 
tribute the bibliography. Harper and Bros. pub- 
lished the two volumes on the anniversary of Mr. 
Wilson’s death, February 2, 1925. 

MEISEL, MAx. A bibliography of American 
natural history, vol. 1. We are impressed by the 
thoroughness with which the author has worked, and 
the great help this book will give to all students of 
the rise and progress of natural history in this country. 

This volume covers ‘‘the pioneer century,” 1769 to 
1865. It was in 1769 that the American Philosoph- 
ical Society was formed, the first of many such Amer- 
ican scientific organizations which have advanced the 
world’s store of knowledge in botany, geology, min- 
eralogy, palzontology, and zoology. Two hundred 
and thirty of .these institutions are listed in the 
contents table. 

This bibliography records the natural history con- 
tents of about ninety societies, twenty-five journals, 
thirty-six geological and natural history surveys, 
fifteen museums and botanic gardens, and over 
seventy exploring expeditions. Part A, being vol. 1, 
now before us, is purely bibliographical. First is 
given an annotated bibliography, over seven hundred 
titles arranged by author, then a subject and a 
geographic index. The final third of the book is a 
“selected bibliography of the biographies and bibli- 
ographies of the principal American naturalists of the 
pioneer century and of colonial times.

Union List of Serials 


The “Provisional Edition’’ covering the letter ‘‘A”’ 
of a Union List of Serials in the libraries of the United 
States and Canada has been issued by the H. W. 
Wilson Co. 

It comprises 283 double-column pages, listing the 
holdings of 175 libraries. Before the final edition is 
printed, time is to be allowed for the libraries to com- 
plete their hiati, or to arrange exchanges one with 
another. The list, though confined to a few impor- 
tant libraries of the country, will constitute the best 
bibliography of serials yet issued, and will serve many 
investigators by locating the nearest file of needed 
reference material. It will prevent undue duplication 
of expensive sets in one locality, and be of great value 
in inter-library loans, either by the sending of the 
original volume or a photostat copy of the needed 
article. 

The undertaking of this list is a stupendous task, 
and marks one more milestone in the achievements 
for which we are indebted to the H. W. Wilson Co.

The Drama 

We wish to call attention to Dr. Maximilian J. 
Rudwin’s “Historical and Bibliographical Survey of 
the German Religious Drama”’, recently published 
by the University of Pittsburgh. 

All interested in medieval culture will welcome 
this volume, for it is the first systematic and critical 
bibliography of German religious drama from its 
origin to the present time. Limited in scope to 
Germany, Switzerland, and Austria, the work also 
notes the more important books of England, France, 
and Spain. Over 400 dramas are listed and classified. 
A bibliography of 1,700 titles is given us. Over 500 
journals have been analyzed for critical and textual 
material, indexes of play versions, their authors, and 
tables of contents.

LOCAL HISTORIES 


There is always great interest in every locality 
regarding early times and the beginnings of a village 
or county, the rise from obscurity to prominence, 
the early letters, and the prominent citizens. Lately 
some very comprehensive local histories of this nature 
have been published, of which we reviewed the one 
by Librarian Seward on “Binghamton, N. Y., 
and Broome County” in our last issue. We here 
notice several others, all compiled on the same lines, 
and with very valuable collected information and 
portraits. 


Troy and Rensselaer County, N. Y., a history 
by Rutherford Hayner in three sumptuous volumes, 
illustrated. 

Volumes 1 and 2 give history, with views of the 
early buildings of Troy, and of the surrounding 
country, hills and dales. 

Then there are chapters on the schools, the 
churches, the clubs, the professional men, the 
banking, the industries, art, literature, music, etc. 
Vol. 3 is biographical, with many portraits of promi- 
nent men,

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Syracuse and Its Environs, a history by Frank- 
lin H. Chase. 

The first volume starts off with a table of “High 
Spots in Syracuse History.’’ Then there are chap- 
ters on the first white settler, the reasons for the 
settlement, the Erie canal, the railroads, and so 
on, bringing the reader right down to the present 
time. Then all the various activities are thoroughly 
covered by text and illustration, covering vols. one 
and two. Vol. 3 is biographical and has many por- 
traits. 

3 vols. New York & Chicago, Lewis Historical Publishing

South Jersey, a history, 1664-1924, edited by 
Alfred M. Heston. 

The first two volumes give us in 991 pages, with 
many illustrations, a history of the region of New 
Jersey covered. The first twenty-seven chapters 
are general, and then follow accounts of the various 
counties and their development — Ocean, Camden, 
Gloucester, Salem, Cape May, Burlington, Atlantic, 
and Cumberland. 

Volumes 3 and 4 have together 545 pages and com- 
prise short biographies of some four thousands of 
men and women, many with full-page portraits. 
A good index makes the life stories easily available.

The Municipalities of Essex County, New 
Jersey, 1666-1924. Joseph F. Folsom, editor-in-chief. 

These four volumes cover a field that has not 
been touched since 1884 by any similar publication. 
Its plan of compilation is the same as the other 
books put out by the Lewis Historical Publishing Co. 
Vols. 1 and 2 cover the history of the region, and 
are planned to give first the general and then the 
local history — cities, towns, villages, and boroughs, 
with many illustrations. Volumes 3 and 4 are given 
up to short biographies, many with full-page por- 
traits of several thousand citizens.

Chemical and Metalurgical Engineering has changed 
from a weekly to a monthly beginning with the issue 
of March 12, 1925, and all subscriptions have been 
extended to compensate.

Cosmopolitan with its March, 1925, issue absorbs 
Hearst's International, and carries on its cover the 
double name ‘Hearst’s International and Cosmo- 
politan,”” though the top of page caption inside is 
simply ‘‘Cosmopolitan.’”’” The volume number of 
Cosmopolitan is retained (vol. 78, no. 3, March, 1925). 


Excella is the name of Pictorial Review's little 
sister, born October, 1924. Some fashions, a goodly 
number of photos of “screen stars,’’ and plenty of 
fiction and life stories of the modern sort make up 
what the publishers believe will be a winner. Listen 
to the model on which successful fiction must be 
fashioned: “a living magazine of intimate human 
stories. It is startling, thrilling, amazing, but always 
appealing, sympathetic, and understanding. A 
medium for keeping people out of the monotony of life. 

“We publish most of our life stories anonymously — 
it is thus possible to publish stories that people would 
not like to divulge under a signature.”

Historical Society double number, vol. 16, nos. 3-4, 
October, 1923-January, 1924. It comprises a life 
of Stephen A. Douglas, illustrated with views and 
portraits, and covers 425 pages, and is two inches 
thick. Its author is Frank E. Stevens. We almost 
wish this most interesting life story could have been 
published as a book.

Journeys Beautiful, a magazine of travel of which 
vol. 1, no. 1, was December, 1924, is a new and fully 
illustrated periodical. Libraries will find it a valu- 
able addition owing to the many pictures of famous 
American and foreign places, with descriptive text. 
Monthly, $4.00 yearly. 

Junior Home Magazine, though five years old, is 
hardly known to librarians. We believe it has now 
“found itself’? and deserves to be admitted to the 
children’s department of every library. It carries 
stories and articles by some of our best writers, It 
has educational value. Won’t you look over a 
sample copy, which we will be glad to send on request. 
$2.50 a year or $2.25 in clubs. 

New Yorker is the newest weekly (vol. 1, no. 1, 
February 21, 1925), and we confess that after reading 
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the prospectus we were shocked — yes that’s the 
word — when our first copy came. It’s gossipy, 
rather too free and easy, or jazzy, to find place in any 
library, and the illustrations — well, they are in 
keeping with the text. The publisher hopes we will 
withhold our cancellation until we have seen two 
more issues. Wonder what he thinks familiarity 
will do? 


Periodica is an ‘‘at least once a month’’ news sheet 
issued free by the Franklin Square Subscription 
Agency and aims to keep libraries informed of 
important events in the periodical world. Vol. 1, 
no. 3, is March, 1925. It’s unfortunate that it is not 
accurate information always. The March issue 
alludes to McClure’s as having skipped seven months. 
It was really eight. Paper has not changed to, but 
been absorbed by Paper Trade Journal. 

Radio Broadcast with vol. 6, no. 1, November, 1924, 
raised its price, included more pages, and reduced its 
size from 1034 x 7% to 9% x 634. The publisher is 
to be congratulated that the change happened to 
come at the beginning of a new volume. We heartily 
recommend Radio Broadcast to librarians. Its adver- 
tisements now carry stars (*) meaning ‘‘tested and 
approved”’ in the laboratory of the magazine. 


THE WAR MAGAZINES 


Few who have not made special study realize the vast number of magazines, mostly 
weekly, which came forth from our army camps, naval stations, and the various hospitals. 
The Stars and Stripes, published by our own boys in France, became famous, but the host 


of local papers were known each in its own circle, and almost unheard of elsewhere. 
give below a list of many of them, based on the Library of Congress collection.
